INSERTION OF BYE-LAWS 281E AND 315M IN THE RULES, BYE-LAWS & 
REGULATIONS OF THE EXCHANGE APPROVED BY SEBI VIDE ITS LETTER NO. 
MRD/SROA/AS/19846/03 DATED THE 20TH OCTOBER, 2003. _ 

Whereas pursuant to the provisions of Section 10 (4) of the Securities Contract (Regulation) Act, 1956, 
the making or the amendment or revision of any bye-law is subject to the condition of previous 
publication, the newly inserted Bye-laws 281E and 315M of the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of 
The Stock Exchange, Mumbai were published in the Official Gazette of India daied the 7th February, 
2004, inviting comments thereon. 

Since no comments on the above mentioned matter had been received. The Stock Exchange, Mumbai, 
now therefore hereto publishes the newly inserted Bye-laws 281E and :315M of the Rules, Bye-laws 
and Regulations of The Stock Exchange, Mumbai as follows ; 

Maintenance/D is posal of Arbitration Records 

281 E. The Exchange shall adopt the following in respect of disposal of tfie Arbitration Records: 

1) The original arbitration award with acknowledgements shall be preserved permanently. 
Provided that in respect of awards passed prior to coming into effect of this Bye-law the 
Exchange will permanently retain the certified copies of the award, where original award 
is not available. 

2) Records pertaining to arbitration Proceedings / Submissions / Forms etc. shall be 

preserved for a period of 5 years from the date of the award, if no appeal for setting aside 

e 

the award is filed before the Court of Law. 

3) In case, an appeal is filed before the Court of Law, the records shall be preserved for a 
period of five years from the date of final disposal of the matter by the Court. Further, 
where any order / judgement of any Court of Law in respect of award Is received, 
certified copy of the same shall be retained permanently along with the original award. 

4) The destruction of records shall be subject to the previous order In writing of the 
Executive Director of the Exchange. 

5) The Exchange shall maintain a register wherein the brief particulars of the records 
destroyed shall be entered, alongwith the certification regarding the date and mode of 
destruction. 

Provided further that this Bye-law shall also be applicable to all arbitration awards, passed 
prior to this Bye-law coming into effect and the Arbitration Records meeting the criterion as 
above on the date of this Bye-law ^coming into effect, will be destroyed in the manner 
specified. 
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Maintenance/Disposat of Arbitration Record 

315M. The Exchange shall adopt the following in respect of disposal of the Arbitration Records: 

1) The original arbitration award with acknowledgements shall be preserved permanently. 

2 ) Records pertaining to arbitration Proceedings/ Submissions/ Forms etc. shall be 
preserved for a period of 5 years from the date of the award, if no appeal for setting aside 
the award is filed before the Court of Law. 

3) In case, an appeal is filed before the Court of Law, the records shall be preserved for a 
period of five years from the date of final disposal of the matter by the Court. Further, 
where any order / judgement of any Court of Law in respect of award is received, 
certified copy of the same shall be retained permanently along with the original award. 

4) The destruction of records shall be subject to the previous order in writing of the 
Executive Director of the Exchange. 

5) The Exchange shall maintain a register wherein the brief particulars of the records 
destroyed shall be entered, a long with the certification regarding the date and mode of 
destruction. 

Provided further ttiat this Bye-law shall also be applicable to all arbitration awards, passed 
prior to this Bye-law coming into effect and the Arbitration Records meeting the criterion as 
above on the date of this Bye-law coming into effect, will be destroyed in the manner 
specified."

The provisions contained in NSE (Futures & Options) Trading Regulations are 
amended through replacement of the existing Regulations 4.4.6, 4.4.7, 4.4.8 and 
4.4.11 with the following new Regulations as given hereunder:- 

QUOTE 

4.4.6 Where the Constituent requires an order to be placed or any of his 
orders to be modified after the order has entered the system but has not 
been traded, the Trading Member may, if it so desires, obtain order 
placement / modification details in writing from the Constituent. The 
Trading Member shall accordingly provide the Constituent with the 
relevant order confirmation / modification slip or copy thereof, forthwith, if 
so required by the Constituent. 

4.4.7 Where the Constituent requires any of his orders to be cancelled after 
the order has been entered in the system but has not been executed, the 
Trading Member may, if it so desires, obtain the order cancellation 
details in writing from the Constituent. The Trading Member shall 
accordingly provide the Constituent with the relevant order cancellation 
slip, forthwith, if so required by the Constituent. 

4.4.8 The Trading Member may, if it so desires, obtain in writing, the delivery 
and payment requirement in any instructions of an order that it receives 
from ttie Constituents. Where a Trading Member receives a request for 
order modification or order cancellation from the Constituents, it shall 
duly bring It to their notice that if the order results In a trade in the 
meantime, the requests for modification or cancellation cannot be 
executed. 

4.4.11 The Trading Member shall provide Constituent with a copy of the trade 
confirmation slip as generated on the trading system, forthwith on 
execution of the trade, if so desired by the Constituent, and with a 
contract note for the trade executed.

Any person having any observations on the proposed amendments to 
the Byelaws can send the same in writing to Director (F&L) & Company 
Secretary, National Stock Exchange of India Limited at Exchange Plaza, C-1, 
Block G, Bandra-Kurla Complex, Bandra (East), Mumbai 400 051 within fifteen 
days from the date of this publication In the Gazette. The observations received 
after the aforementioned date will not be considered when the draft will be taken 
for consideration. 

It is proposed to amend Byelaw 4(a)(ix) of Chapter XI of the Byelaws of the 
Exchange as under: - 

(i) The words “and shall not include Trading Members” are proposed to be 
inserted after the words “the number of arbitrators of such a panel shall 
not be an even number^’; and 

(ii) The words “While constituting the panel of arbitrators, the Exchange 
shall make all endeavors to ensure that at any time not less than sixty 
percent of the members of the panel of arbitrators are non-Trading 
Members” are proposed to be deleted.

The provisions contained in the Rules of the Exchange are amended through 
insertion of the following clause as Rule 10 In Chapter I of the Rules of the 
Exchange; - 

QUOTE 

Guidelines for Fair Practices/ Code of conduct for Public Representative 

and SEBI Nominee Directors 

(10)(A) Meetings & minutes 

Public Representative / SEBI Nominee Directors shall 

(a) endeavour to attend all the board meetings and shall be 
liable to vacate his office if he remains absent for three 
consecutive meetings of the Board of Directors or does not 
attend 75% of the total meetings of the Board in a calendar 
year; 

(b) not participate in the discussion of any subject matter in 
which any conflict of interest exists or arises, whether 
pecuniary or otherwise, and in such cases the same shall 
be disclosed and recorded in the minutes of the meeting; 

(c) not encourage the circulation of agenda papers during the 
meeting, unless circumstances require; 

(d) meet themselves at least once in 6 months separately, if 
necessary, to exchange views on critical issues; 

(e) offer their comments on the draft minutes and ensure that 
the same are incorporated in the final minutes; 

(f) Insist on the minutes of the previous meeting being placed 
for approval in subsequent meeting; 

(g) endeavour to have the date of next meeting fixed at each 
Board Meeting in consultation with other members of the 
Board; 

(h) endeavour that in case where all the items of the agenda of 
a meeting were not covered for want of time, the next 
meeting is held within 15 days for considering the 
remaining items. 
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(B) Strategic Planning 

Public Representative / SEBI Nominee Directors shall 

(a) participate in the formulation and execution of strategies in 
the best Interest of the exchanges and contribute towards 
pro-active decision making at the Board level; 

(b) give benefit of his experience and' expertise to the 
Exchange and provide assistance in strategic planning and 
execution of decisions when the Board is in the throes of a 
raging controversy. 

(C) Regulatory Cbmpliances 

Public Representative / SEBI Nominee Directors shall 

(a) endeavour to ensure that the Exchange abides by all the 
provisions of the SEBI Act, Securities Contracts 
(Regulation) Act, Rules, Regulations framed thereunder 
and the circulars, directions issued by the Government / 
SEBI from time to time; 

(b) endeavour compliance at all levels so that the regulatory 
system does not suffer any breaches; 

(c) endeavour to ensure that the Exchange takes 
commensurate steps to honour the time limit prescribed by 
SEBI for corrective action; 

(d) not support any decision in the meeting of the Board which 
may adversely affect the interest of investors and shall 
report forthwith any such decision to SEBI; 

(e) endeavour that the arbitral award is given within the period 
stipulated in the Bye Laws, Rules or Regulations of the 
Exchange and In any case, the award is delivered within 15 
days after the final meeting. 

(D) General Responsibility 

Public Representative / SEBI Nominee Directors shall 

(a) be punctual and participate actively in the proceedings of 
the Meetings; 
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(b) place priority for redressing Investor Grievance, encourage 
fair trade practice, to become engine for the right growth of 
the securities industry: 

(c) make use of every reasonable opportunity to enhance and 
improve his level of knowledge and endeavour to analyse 
and administer the exchange issues with professional 
competence, fairness, impartiality, efficiency and 
effectiveness; 

(d) submit the necessary disclosures/ statement of 
holdings/dealings in securities as required by the Exchange 
from time to time as per their Rules or Articles of 
Association; 

(e) unless otherwise required by law, maintain confidentiality 
and shall not divulge/ disclose any information obtained in 
the discharge of their duty. Further, no such information 
shall be used for personal gain; 

(f) maintain the highest- standards of personal Integrity, 
truthfulness, honesty and fortitude in discharge of his duties 
in order to inspire public confidence and shall not engage in 
acts discreditable to his responsibilities: 

(g) avoid any interest or activity which is jn conflict with the 
conduct of his official duties; 

(h) perform his duties in an independent and objective manner 
and avoid activities that may impair, or may appear to 
impair, his independence or objectivity: 

(i) perform his duties with a positive attitude and constructively 
support open communication, creativity, dedication and 
compassion: 

G) not engage in any act involving moral turpitude, dishonesty, 
fraud, deceit or misrepresentation or any other act 
prejudicial to the administration of the Exchange.
